There were no police on the spot, but 
when a cry was heard “.he soldiers are 
coming” there was a general stampede, 
until it was found the alarm was fals:, 
The great Salvador College was a'l in 
flaines, tongues of fire rushing out from 
its hundred windows. Now a dreadful 
scene ensued, many being seized with 
terror, others with a thirst for blood. 
What followed is indescribable, being a 
scene of murder and pillage. At last 
the soldiers appeared; the crowd gave 
way, some of the latter being killed by 
shots from the troops. About thirty of 
the rioters were arrested with sacred 
vessels in their poss. ssion. Most of the 
crowd went off in the direction of the 
Bishop's Seminary (Salina); at 6 rv. m., 
troops went in pursit of them, and at 
nightfall they had taken the direction 
of Caballito. Fortunately the pupils of 
the Jesuit College had not returned 
from vacation, as the schools were only 
to reopen in the first week in March.—

Natioual Banks and the Tax Act. 

{Augusta Chronicle and Scutinel. } 
Some weeks since the Chronicle and 
bentioeb published the full text of the 
bill filed in the United States court by 
the Merchants’ and Planters’ National 
bank, the Exchange National bank and 
the National bank of Augusta to prevent 
the taxing of these corporations under 
the tax act passed by the Georgia Legis- 
lature, and to recover the taxes paid by 
them last year. The case was argued 
before Judge Bradley, associate justice 
of the supreme court of the United 
States, and Judge Erskine, judge of the 
United States district court, lust Wednes 
(ay. The points of the case were in 
substance as follows: Section six of the 
general tax.act of 1874, and the same 
section is also in the general tex act of 
1875, declares: 

‘Phat the presidents of all banking 
companies, manufacturing companies, 
and other incorporated companies, other 
#ber railroad, insurance, tclegraph and 
express Companies, shall be required to 
return all the property whatever of their 
respective companies at its true market 
value, to be estimated at the aggregate 
value of the shares of stock, to the tax 
receiver of the county where the same is 
located, to be taxed for state purposcs, 
and county purposes also, as other prop- 
erty in the state.” 

The laws of the United States estab 
lishing the national banking system pro- 
bibited any tax upon the property of na- 
tional banks, because it was secured by 
investments in the bonds issued by the 
United States government; but while that 
legislation exempted the property of the 
corporation, as a corporation, from taxa 
tiow, it did not prohibit the taxation of 
shares in national banks to be assessed 
against the shareholders individually. 
‘Lhe tax act above quoted reversed this 
rule and taxed the corporation, not the 
stockholders, The attorneys for the de- 
fendant demurred to the bill upon the 
ground that admitting the truth of its 
allegations it did not make such a case 
as entitled the banks to a gh

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Sciences, recently adverted to a singular 
case of magnetic power observed by 
Galileo, and described by him i: a let- 
ter addressed in 1607 to Curzio Pichena, 
He had met with a loadstone “of such 
power that, if the point of a scymetar 
he brought near to it, at a distance equal 
to the thickness of a silver piastre 
(about a crown. piece) it can ne longer 
be kept back; even a strong man rest- 
ing the scymetar against his breast could 
not resist the attraction.” He contia- 
ues to say: “I have discovered another 
admirable effect, which | had not met 
with in any other loadstove; the satne 
pole will attract and repel the same 
piece of iron. Ata distance of at least 
four or five fingers, breadth, it will at- 
tract a piece of iron; but at the distance 
of one finger’s breadth it will repel it. 
if the piece of iron be placed on a ta- 
ble, and the loadstone be placed near it, 
the iron will be driven back, and retreat 
so long as the loadstone is pushed to- 
ward it; but if the latter be drawn back, 
as the distance is four fingers’ breadth, 
the picce of iron is attracted and follows

A steel bar may be mag- 
netized to saturation by a very powerful 
current, and the magnetic fluid will 
penetrate tu the very core of one of the 
halves which ho. ealls positive, ~‘This 
being obtained, the same bar is exposed 
to an inverse current which, very weak 
at the outset, gradually increases in in- 
tensity, and determines a boreal or neg- 
ative magnetization, merely superficial 
at first, bat going down deoper by de- 
grees, leaving, however, positive strata 
further down. The outer surface is 
now carried off by corrosion in an acid, 
so that the exterior negative surface is 
removed, and the subjacent positive 
strata are brought to light.
